LONDON drug dealers 
are travelling to Ely to set 
up a base to sell their 
narcotics, police have 
revealed. 

Officers say they have to 
be “on the ball” to keep the 
capital’s class-A drug 
dealers out of the city. 

Rob Sissons, Ely’s sector 
inspector, says crack cocaine 
dealers have been caught using 
addresses in Ely to sell their drugs 
- but insists his officers are 
catching them before they manage 
to establish a base. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, he 
said: “Last summer there was an 
operation in Ely dedicated to this - 
Operation Clementine. 

“Around seven individual 
dealers were caught and punished 
and we thought the message had 
been made clear and we had 
cracked it. 

“However, about three weeks 
ago we received intelligence from 
locals that there was at least one 
London drug dealer travelling to 
Ely and trying to set up a base. 

“We were able to act quickly and 
managed to catch that person, 
who is a teenager, at an address in 
Ely. 

“He was arrested and searched, 
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although no drugs were found on 
him. 

“However, we detained him and 
we waited. 

“Eventually he excreted several 
bags of cocaine, concealed inside 
condoms.” 

Insp Sissons believes Ely’s direct 
transport links with London makes it 
a prime target for dealers and he says 
he is prepared for more to travel into 
the city. 

He said: “They can be in Ely within 
an hour on the train and they think 
it’s a community where they can get 
away with it. 

“But that’s not the case. Not only 
are we on the ball but the local 
community is and they are our eyes 
and ears - keeping us in the loop. 

“This means we are catching these 
people before they are able to 
establish a base in the city. 

“Our warning to any dealers 
considering travelling to Ely to do 
this is that they will be caught - and 
punished. 

“These people stand out in Ely - 
it’s a small place and people talk. 
They cannot hide here.”

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Ragwort sparks concern 


ENVIRONMENTAL cam¬ 
paigners have urged an MP to 
take action to stop the spread 
of ragwort through the coun¬ 
tryside. 

The poisonous plant - 
officially classified an 
‘injurious weed’ - is a risk to 
grazing animals. 

Cambridgeshire-based 
Countryside Restoration Trust 
(CRT) contacted fim Paice, MP 
for South East Cambridgeshire 
and Minister for Agriculture 
and Food, to warn him that 


ragwort is spreading across the 
countryside with current 
legislation doing little to help. 

Robin Page, CRT chairman, 
said: “It is an alarming 
situation. 

“Ragwort is highly toxic, 
causing cirrhosis of the liver to 
grazing animals, which in 
many instances means death.” 

Other conservationists claim 
ragwort is important in 
supporting insects and 
therefore helps other animals 
and the environment.

Hospital inspires dads to go extra mile 


A YOUNG dad will be donning 
his running shoes to show his 
gratitude for the doctors and 
nurses who saved his firstborn 
baby daughter’s life. 

Software engineer Paul 
Sinfield, 27, and his wife 
Angela, 29, suffered a 
nightmare ordeal when 
experts discovered tiny 
Hannah was in crisis 32 weeks 
into the pregnancy. 

Reduced blood flow through 
her umbilical cord meant she 
had stopped growing and the 
couple, who live in Ely, had to 
make the emotional decision 
for Hannah to be born 
prematurely. 

The tot was delivered 
weighing just 41b 5oz-less 
than 2 kg - thanks to the 
efforts of doctors and midwife 
Sophie Clements at The Rosie 
Maternity Hospital. Unable to 
breathe by herself, Hannah 
was rushed to the hospital’s 
special care baby unit, and 
Paul and Angela were able to 
stay in accommodation on the 
hospital site to be near her. 

Today Hannah is 12 weeks 
old, and a thriving, happy 
baby, said Paul. 

“Every day she makes 
Angela and I smile and laugh, 
and we can’t believe how 
lucky we are. We witnessed 
first hand the amazing work 
the doctors, midwives and 
nurses do for the babies and 
their families. 

“It’s not until you put your 
trust and precious newborn 


baby into their hands, that you 
realise just how hard they 
work and the miracles they 
perform.” 

Paul will be taking part in 
this year’s Chariots of Fire 
relay race in Cambridge, on 
Sunday, September 18, as part 
of a team from his Swavesey- 
based employers, Aixtron.

Taxpayers footing 
£40k fly-tipping bill

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FLY-TIPPING has cost taxpayers 
in East Cambridgeshire a 
whopping £40,000 in just 12 
months, the Weekly News can 
reveal. 

Figures released by the Countryside 
Alliance show that between April 2010 
and March 2011, it cost East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council (ECDC) 
£40,000 to clear up and dispose of waste 
that was fly-tipped in the district. 

The data shows there were a total of 
320 fly-tipping instances within that 12- 
month period - although the authority 
took 480 successful enforcement 
actions. 

However, ECDC had no successful 
prosecutions for any of the incidents 
and received no cash from fines. 

As a comparison, Braintree District 
Council, which spent a hefty £58,751 to 
clear up fly-tipping in its area during the 
same time period, received £4,508 back 
in fines. 

Alice Barnard, chief executive of the 
Countryside Alliance, insists fly-tippers 
are getting away with the crime without 
punishment. 

She said: “Fly-tipping is a crime that 
perpetrators can get away with. 

“We need a co-ordinated plan which

ensures people who fly-tip are caught 
and punished and provides greater 
support to local authorities and 
landowners who bear the brunt of the 
cost of clearing up the mess. 

“Fly-tipping blights our countryside - 
ruining the beautiful views for which 
Britain is rightly famous, endangering 
wildlife and habitats and costing the 
taxpayer millions of pounds to clear up. 

“The coalition Government promised 
to end this scourge when they published 
the Waste Review this summer. 

“This is a promising start. However, 
they need to work closer with cash- 
strapped local authorities to tackle this 
blight. By raising the landfill tax in the 


budget and with more cuts coming to 
council budgets, this problem is only 
going to get worse.” 

The figures show there were at least 
656,000 incidents of unlawful rubbish 
dumping in the UK recorded during that 
time period. 

The cost of clearing up the waste was 
just under £25 million - however only 
one in 50 cases led to a prosecution. 

However, Liz Knox, head of 
environmental services at ECDC, insists 
the issue has and is continuing to 
improve in East Cambridgeshire. 

Mrs Knox said: “A few years ago, East 
Cambridgeshire was seen as an easy 
target for fly-tippers. 

“It was a blight not just to the 
countryside but also a significant cost to 
the local taxpayer. 

“In the last couple of years things have 
improved dramatically, as we have 
worked in partnership with Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Constabulary and the 
Environment Agency to tackle the 
problem. 

“We are now rated as ‘highly effective’ 
but we are not complacent and know 
there is more that can be done. 

“With our partners we carry out a 
number of spot checks and surveillance 
operations but we also reply on 
information from the public. 

“If anyone sees an instance of fly¬ 
tipping we would ask you to give us a

COMMUNITY leaders 
and residents united to 
celebrate the building of 
Cambridgeshire’s newest, 
recycling centre. 

A topping-out cere¬ 
mony was held at 
Witchford Recycling 
Centre on Monday to 
mark the installation of 
an innovative green roof 
on the new building. 

The new centre, lo¬ 
cated in Stirling Way, will 
open in November. 

It is hoped it will 
encourage more people 
to recycle their waste and 
boost East Cambridge¬ 
shire’s current, poor 
recycling rate. 

The topping out - a 
symbolic ceremony to 
demonstrate that the 
building is watertight - 
was carried out by Cllr 
fohn Powley, chairman of 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council.

dents ofWitchford.” 


A WHEELCHAIR-bound 
teenager was refused 
entry to a bus - because 
the driver said there was 
already another disabled 
person on board. 

Henry Rostron, 19, was 
waiting with his carer at the bus 
stop near his home in Soham 
and intended to catch the 
number 12 Stagecoach bus to 
Cambridge. 

But their planned trip to the 
cinema was ruined when the 
bus driver pulled up at the stop 
and opened the door - only to 
tell Mr Rostron that he could 
not get on. 

The teen, who suffers with a 
rare genetic disorder called 
Friedreich’s ataxia, had to go 
home and wait an hour until the 
next bus came. 

Mr Rostron’s parents, Felicity 
and MarkWootton, who is an 
Ely-based police officer, are 
furious with Stagecoach and are 
demanding answers. 

Mr Wootton, of Bushell Lane, 
Soham, said: “We’re so angry 
about this. 

“The bus driver opened the 
door and told Henry and his 
carer that they weren’t allowed 
on because he already had a 


disabled person on there. 

“It’s unbelievable - this is the 
21st century. 

“Nearly every shop and 
building now has disabled 
access and sufficient disabled 
facilities so why is our public 
transport so behind? 

“This may have just been for a 
trip to the cinema but what if 
Henry had a job interview in 
Cambridge or had to be at work 
by a particular time and was 
refused entry onto the bus? 

“Disabled people cannot be 
treated like this.” 

Mr Rostron, who was diag¬ 
nosed with the rare muscle and 
nervous system degenerative 
disease aged just 9, is just about 
to start his second year at the 
University of East Anglia in 
Norwich, where he is studying 
Chemistry. 

The former Soham Village 
College and Hills Road Sixth- 
Form College student said: “I 
never have any problems with 
the public transport in Norwich. 

“I use the bus most days - 
they have ramps for me to get 
on and off and I’ve never been 
refused entry onto a bus there. 


“This is the second or third 
time I’ve been told I can’t travel 
on a Stagecoach bus for some 
reason or another. 

“It makes you feel extremely 
victimised.” 

Mr Rostron’s parents have 
written to Stagecoach and 
complained about the way he 
was treated. 

Andy Campbell, managing 
director of Stagecoach East, 
said: “All of our buses have one 
certified wheelchair space - 
however, that is for one 
wheelchair only. 

“There is a board at the back 
of the space so that the 
wheelchair is stable and safe 
during the journey. 

“It is against our policy, and 
totally unsafe, to have another 
wheelchair anywhere else on 
any one of our buses. 

“Unfortunately, that does 
mean that only one wheelchair 
user can use any bus at one 
time, however we have received 
very few complaints about this. 

“It was only a few years ago 
that we were made to have 
disabled facilities on our buses 
and we have done that. 

“There are currently no plans 
to further improve that 
provision.”

A PUPPY stolen in a 
burglary has been 
reunited with its owners 
- after it was handed 
into a veterinary surgery 
around 30 miles away. 

Lola, a 17-week-old 
golden retriever bitch, 
was snatched when 
thieves smashed their 
way into her owner’s 
home in Queen 
Adelaide. 

Richard and Cindy 
Turner, together with 
their four children, were 
devastated when they 
discovered Lola had 
gone and pleaded for 
anyone with any 
information about her 
whereabouts to come 
forward. 

Last Thursday, the 



Turner family were 
reunited with Lola after 
she was handed into a 
vet’s surgery in 
Thurston, near Bury St. 
Edmunds, by a man 
who said he had found 
her. 

Because Lola is 
microchipped, the vet 
was able to contact the 
family and she is now 


back home safe and 
well. 

Mr and Mrs Turner, 
who live in Prickwillow 
Road with their 
children, foshua, 18, 
Holly, 16, Summer, 9, 
and Max, 7, said they 
were “speechless” when 
they heard Lola had 
been found. 

Mrs Turner, 40, who 


works as a home-based 
hairdresser, said: “We 
honestly never thought 
we’d see her again and 
we still can’t believe 
we’ve got her back. 

“She was a little bit 
skinny but she’s settled 
in again and is enjoying 
digging up my garden 
again. We still can’t 
believe somebody took 
her - we believe 
somebody read the 
article and felt guilty 
about what they’d done. 

“To steal a puppy is 
sick and it had a 
massive effect on our 
children.” 

The Turners’ home 
was one of four 
properties in the Ely 
area which were burgled 


during daytime on 
Monday, August 22. As 
well as the dog, they 
also stole more than 
£2,300 in cash, the keys 
to Mrs Turner’s 
Landrover Discovery, 
her jewellery box 
containing jewellery 
worth around £4,000, a 
Playstation 3, a Wii 
games console and 
other computer 

consoles and games. 

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire police 
said four people had 
been arrested in 
connection with the 
raids. Two boys aged 15 
and two men, aged 18 
and 21, have been 
arrested on suspicion of 
burglary and bailed.

Crossing crash lorry driver slammed by magistrate 


A LORRY driver who ploughed 
through a closing barrier at a 
rail crossing has been able to 
keep his licence. 

After realising what he had 
done, the driver then stopped, 
reversed and got out of his 
lorry to pick up the debris from 
the tracks ahead of an 
oncoming train. 

The driver claimed he had 
not seen the flashing red light 
or heard the warning signal 
that alerts drivers to the 
crossing. 

Zdzislaw Zdanowski, 40, 
from Fieldside in Stretham, 
committed the offence just 
after 9am on April 7, at the Ely 
station north railway level 
crossing on the A142. 

He pleaded guilty at the 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
last Tuesday to driving without 
due care and attention. 

Presiding magistrate David 
Gillet said the driver’s actions 
were “incredibly dangerous.” 

He said: “You were in a 
position to see the barrier as 
you approached it and you 
should have stopped. 

“We are not going to 
disqualify you from driving but, 
as the results of your actions 
could have been catastrophic, 
we are issuing nine points onto 
your licence.” 

Zdanowski was also ordered 
to pay a £150 fine, £85 court 
costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge.

Bypass bid 
‘a priority’ 


BUILDING a south¬ 
ern bypass in Ely is a 
“top priority” says 
council leader Nick 
Clarke. 

The Cambridgeshire 
County Council leader says 
he is determined for the 
city’s southern link road to 
be built - and that he is 
willing to borrow cash to 
do so. 

Cllr Clarke said: 
“Providing a new Ely road- 
rail crossing is one of our 
top priorities. 

“It will help improve 
transport in the area and 
improve the links and 
gateway to encourage even 
more business and 
prosperity for East 
Cambridgeshire, the 
county as a whole, the 
wider region and indeed 
UK Pic.” 

Residents and comm¬ 
unity leaders have been 
calling for a southern 
bypass to be built in the 
city for years - insisting it 
is needed to relieve 
congestion around the Ely 
railway crossing area and 
ontheA142. 


Now that the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport has 
approved plans to upgrade 
the rail freight route 
between Felixstowe and 
Nuneaton, sending more 
trains through Ely, they say 
the need for the bypass is 
greater than ever. 

But the biggest issue has 
always been a lack of 
available funding. 

However, Mr Clarke says 
he is prepared to borrow 
money to fund the 
scheme. 

He said: “This may mean 
some borrowing to kick 
start this vital scheme but 
this is a price worth paying 
to ease congestion and 
bring improved access to 
the area. 

“We will of course be 
looking for other sources 
to help fund or repay this 
borrowing but it is 
absolutely right that we 
kick on with this much- 
needed project.”

“This scheme will benefit 
the whole of the Local 
Enterprise Partnership 
area and is part of our 
drive to make sure that we 
can show that Cambridge¬ 
shire is open for business 
in every sense. 

“It allows more freight to 
go by rail on the east-west 
route and more passenger 
services serving local 
cities, towns and London, 
so easing pressure on the 
A14.” 

Peter Moakes, leader of 
ECDC, added: “The 
southern bypass is an 
incredibly important 
project - not just for the 
district but for the whole of 
the eastern region. 

“We all have an 
important role to play over 
the next few months to 
help deliver this link for 
our residents.”

It doesn’t matter how many people 
sign your pieces of paper - are all 
those people willing to dip their 
hands in their pockets to pay for 
the upkeep of these car parks so we 
do not have pay to park? 

If those 11,000 people gave you 50p 
per week ,that would mean £5,500 
would go into the council coffers 
each week.

Cathedral plan

AMBITIOUS plans to revamp an 
“ugly” area of ground at Ely

The group applied for planning 
permission to revitalise the area earlier 
this year after around five years of 
investigations and public consultation.

Residents have been seeking 
improvements to the area for years and 
the perspective has been asking locals 
and visitors how they would like to see 
Steeple Row enhanced. 

Cllr Sheila Friend-Smith, who 
spearheaded the idea of the revamp, 
said: “Things are progressing well. 

“The plans are currently with East 
Cambridgeshire District Council. 

“Everyone, including the people at the 
cathedral seems supportive of the 
scheme and it is clear they want to see 
this happen. 

“There was one small hurdle we are 
now crossing with regards to the bins 
and where they need to be placed but we 
will get over that. 

“We just hope the plans are approved 
and that we can start work to improve 
this scruffy, ugly area.” 

The plan has an estimated cost of

around £300,000. 

Philip Eden, former chairman of Ely 
Perspective, said: “Our plan is to 
completely brighten Steeple Row up as 
it’s quite an ugly area. 

“For years people have said this is an 
area that needs to be prioritised and this 
has been a lengthy, in-depth project. 

“We want to extend the footpath area, 
lay new paving and provide lots more 
seating areas to really lift the place’s 
spirits. 

“Ely Cathedral is one of Europe’s most 
beautiful buildings and how Steeple Row 
is at the moment really doesn’t 
complement it. We also want to enhance 
the lighting and planting and screen the 
back of the shops to make it a nicer place 
for people to be.” 

Ely Perspective hopes to attract 
funding from heritage charities for the 
improvement plans. 

Mr Eden said: “We’re confident we’ll be 
able to secure funding as this work is so 
important. 

“Not only is the cathedral and its 
grounds important to the people of Ely, 
but it is also a tourist magnet for the city 
and entire district, attracting thousands 
of people every year.” 

The plans have been received by the 
district council and are likely to be put 
before the planning committee.

Cash boost for beauty spot 



RARE birds across the region 
are set to benefit from more 
than £130,000 of funding 
from a national £10 million 
Biodiversity Action Fund. 

The RSPB has been 
awarded funding worth 
£130,337 from WREN, a not- 
for-profit business that 
awards grants, generated by 
a tax on landfill, to 
community, environmental 
and heritage projects. 

The RSPB will carry out a 
five-year programme of work 
to improve and expand vital 
habitats in the East of 
England, including the Ouse 
Washes near Ely. 

The cash will be used to 
put conservation measures in 
place to ensure that coastal 
and floodplain grazing marsh 
provides diverse conditions 
for a huge number of plants, 
invertebrate, animal and bird 
species. 

Work will include creating 
shallow pools, restoring 
ditches, installing a wind 
pump to manage water levels 
and replacing a 7,600m fence 
to ensure effective cattle 
grazing. 

Mike Snell, head of 
external affairs at WREN, 
said: “We are committed to 
supporting projects which 
will help the UK meet 
government targets to 


improve and increase 
biodiversity. 

“We’re delighted that 
projects continue to apply for 
funding for work which will 
have an impact on these 
targets and I urge other 
organisations to make the 
most of this valuable fund.”

Frustration at 
delays to court 

Still no word on city’s Georgian listed building

PLANS to safeguard the 
future of Ely’s listed mag¬ 
istrates’ court are grinding 
to a halt due to delays by 
Her Majesty’s Court Ser¬ 
vice (HMCS). 

That’s the message from 
community leaders who are 
working hard to preserve the 
Georgian building and find a 
suitable public use for it. 

Yvonne Thresh, chairman of 
the Ely Society, which is 
determined to protect the 
courthouse, said: “It’s getting 
frustrating. HMCS has been 
assessing the value of the court as 
well as the maintenance and 
running costs. 

“We were told we would receive 
these reports in July.” 

The society, as well as East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 
the City of Ely Council, the Ely 
Perspective group and the

Citizens Advice Bureau, have 
been in talks with HMCS since 
the grade II listed building shut 
its doors in March. 

Justice minister Jonathan 
Djanogly announced the news in 
December last year as part of 
plans to close 93 magistrates’ 
courts and 49 county courts in a 
bid to save £15 million a year. 


The decision followed a review 
which said the court, which was 
opened in 1821, was underused 
and inefficient. Cases are now 
heard at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court. 

Civic organisations want to buy 
the building, in Ely’s Lynn Road, 
from the court service and turn it 
into a tourist attraction. 

If it is cost effective, outlying 
rooms could be converted into 
meeting rooms for businesses 
and community groups. 

Mrs Thresh said: “August has 
been and gone and we are now 
into September but still we have 
received nothing. 

“We’re working hard to 
safeguard the future of our 
courthouse but without these 
reports we simply cannot move 
forward. 

“We need to know what’s 
happening now.” 

A spokesman for HMCS said: 
“We agreed with the Ely Society 
that we would share the contents 
of the reports with them when 
they are completed, which has 
not yet happened.”

Drug texts 
found on 
dealer’s 
mobile 


TEXT messages found 
on a heroin addict’s 
phone revealed that he 
was helping to supply 
class A drugs in Ely, a 
court heard. 

Wayne Loveridge, 29, of 
Morley Drive, Ely, was 
sentenced at Cambridge 
Crown Court for possessing 
MDMA and supplying crack 
cocaine. 

Duncan O’Donnell, pro¬ 
secuting, said: “Mr Loveridge 
was arrested on December 23 
and taken to his home, where 
police conducted a search. 
They found a drug box which 
contained scales, little bags, 
and a wrap containing 0.6g of 
MDMA. 

“A mobile phone was taken 
from him and among the texts 
on it were some which clearly 
refer to the offer of supplying 
crack cocaine.” 

Loveridge has been con¬ 
victed of 44 offences in the past 
10 years, including dishonesty 
and drug related offending. He 
has multiple previous 
convictions for possession of 
heroin. 

Mr O’Donnell said the 
Crown Prosecution Service 
would not be asking for any 
money from Loveridge under 
the Proceeds of Crime Act as it 
was unlikely that he had made 
any money from his part in the

drug dealing. 

Jehad Mustafa, mitigating, 
said: “Although Mr Loveridge 
has a lot of previous con¬ 
victions, there is a long gap in 
his offending between 2008 
and 2011. This is because he 
made significant progress in 
his life and managed to get 
clean of heroin for the first 
time since he was a teenager. 

“He relapsed but is 
attending Ely Addaction and 
plans on continuing with that.” 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth 
said: “There is no point using 
valuable resources to offer this 
man a drug rehabilitation 
requirement as he has clearly 
made good progress with his 
addiction on his own. 

“If the probation service 
finds out you have relapsed 
and are not continuing to 
attend Addaction, you could be 
brought back here. The basis 
for you being kept out of 
prison is to give you the chance 
to get clean.” 

Loveridge was given a nine 
month jail sentence, sus¬ 
pended for two years. He was 
also made subject to a super¬ 
vision order for two years and 
put under a curfew between 
7pm and 6am every night for 
the next four months.

River trust bid 
moves forward

HOPES of forming a spe¬ 
cial trust to manage one of 
Ely's most historic and 
picturesque areas are one 
step closer to becoming 
reality. 

The City of Ely Council is 
pressing ahead with plans to set 
up a trust to preserve, manage 
and enhance the city’s Waterside 
and Riverside area. 

The Mayor of Ely, Cllr John 
Yates, said his authority had now 
made a formal expression of 
interest to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

He said: “We have now made 
an expression of interest to the 
district council, which is the 
formal way of doing it. 

“We are working closely with 
the district council about moving 
this forward and I must say, they 
are being very supportive. 

“The next thing we would do 
would be to get a clear and 
precise business case together.” 

Cllr Yates said he hoped to put

The plans were first 
announced by the city council 
last winter. 

Cllr Brian Ashton, who was 
mayor at the time, described it as 
an exciting move and said the 
idea was being spearheaded to 
resolve issues and better manage 
the beauty spots. 


If a trust is established, the 
district council would no longer 
have ties to the area’s buildings, 
including The Makings and the 
Babylon Gallery. 

Speaking at the time, Cllr 
Ashton said: “Earlier this year, we 
said we would like to have more 
control over certain parts of the 
city and the Waterside area 
certainly comes top of the list. 

“We believe that the area 
needs more appropriate 
management and that the best 
answer would be to set up a 
trust. 

“Obviously, the structure of 
that would be open to the public. 

“The city council believes 
setting up a trust would not only 
attract more funding to this 
unique area of Ely but also 
resolve issues and better manage 
it. 

“If established, the trust would 
also work hard to preserve and 
enhance the area for the benefit 
of residents and visitors.” 

A spokesman for the district 
council confirmed both 
authorities were in talks about 
the plans.

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Young mum Cassana tells 
of her three little miracles 


All Cassana and Steve's children were born 
premature - the youngest at 27 weeks, 
weighing just over 2lb - but now they're all 
healthy, happy children. Their doting mum 
tells their story ... by Louise Martin.

T HREE adorable 
faces are 
waiting for me 
when I arrive at the 
Rason household. Leo 
- at 4, the oldest of the 
cheeky trio - and 3- 
year-old Chase are 
dressed identically (“it 
saves on arguments” 
explains mum 
Cassana) and 
standing between 
them is their litde 
sister, Sienna-Lilly, 
who’s 21 months. 

“Have you come to 
play?” Leo asks me. But 
before I have time to 
answer, he and his brother 
have run off into the 
garden of their Cambridge 
home to play on the 
“jumpoline”, with dad Steve 
and Sienna-Lilly following 
closely behind. 

“Leo’s four going on 14 at 
the moment,” says 
Cassana, proudly, “he’s in 
to everything and a 
complete chatterbox.” 

The doting mum can’t 
help but smile as she 
watches her young 
children playing together 
happily: all three were born 
prematurely and are now 


in a place that, at one time, 
she barely dared dream of. 

A former children’s 
dance instructor, Cassana, 
22, was teaching a class 
when her waters broke five 
weeks early with Leo. “I 
ended up with an 
emergency C-section and 
he then spent 40 hours in 
SCBU (Special Care Baby 
Unit),” she explains. “Leo 
was born at 36 weeks and 
weighed 61b 2oz. “It was 
very scary at the time but, 
compared to what we went 
on to, it was quite 
straightforward.” 

With the plan to have 
three children, the couple 
were delighted when 
Cassana fell pregnant with 
their second child just a 
few months after Leo was 
born. 

The pregnancy was 
going well until file 18th 
week, when Cassana 
developed a urinary tract 
infection. “They thought I 
was going to miscarry at 
one point,” she says. “It was 
a scary time.” 

Cassana recovered and 
things seemed to be back 
on track until week 27 
when she started 
experiencing Braxton Hicks 
contractions. By week 28 
she was feeling twinges, 
which became more 


frequent, so the couple 
went to hospital. “Within 
half an hour my waters 
broke,” says Cassana. “At 
that point I was at a level 
one unit and they don’t 
take babies that early, they 
only take them from 34 
weeks. Within 10 minutes 
there was an ambulance 
waiting to take me to the 
nearest level 2 unit, which 
takes babies from 26 
weeks.” 

After arriving at the 


second hospital, Cassana 
endured 32 hours of labour 
before it was decided she 
would need an emergency 
C-section. Chase was born 
at 29 weeks and weighed 
just 31b 6oz. Before Cassana 
could see her tiny newborn 
son, he was rushed to the 
Neonatal Intensive Care 
Unit (NICU). 

“When I was in recovery 
one of the nurses brought 
me a photo of him, but I 
didn’t see him until the 


evening,” she says. “He 
seemed miniature but he 
was actually a good weight 
for his gestation so, in that 
sense, he was fine.” 

The next morning 
Cassana and her mum 
went to visit Chase and 
were met with an alarming 
scene. “We went to go into 
the unit but there were 
green screens and lots of 
doctors around him. Even 
now, talking about it gives 
me goosebumps. I was 


taken to the parents’ room 
and told his right lung had 
collapsed so the surgeons 
were in the middle of a 
minor op to put a chest 
drain in.” 

Chase was put on a 
ventilator while he was 
recovering from the 
operation and he seemed 
to be making progress but, 
at three days old, he 
developed a bleed on his 
brain. Luckily, the bleed 
healed without causing any 


damage. 

Chase also had jaundice 
and required several blood 
transfusions, but, after 
eight weeks in the neonatal 
unit, he was finally well 
enough to go home. 

“It was quite hard trying 
to juggle everything,” 
admits the busy young 
mum. “Steve only had two 
weeks paternity leave, I was 
still recovering from the C- 
section and Leo, who 
essentially was still a baby, 





















wasn’t even walking at this 
point.” 

Just before Chase turned 
1, Steve and Cassana got 
married. “Initially after what 
happened with Chase we 
were put off having another 
child, and we did say no 
more, but we’d always 
wanted three children,” she 
explains. 

“We were never given a 
medical reason as to why 
the boys were early, and 
there was such a difference 
between Leo and Chase, it 
wasn’t like we were 
guaranteed to have another 
baby who was as premature 
as Chase.” 

When Cassana fell 
pregnant with Sienna-Lilly, 
the couple were delighted, 
but, from six weeks, she 
describes it as a “nightmare 
pregnancy”. “I was in and 
out of hospital and had to 
give up work as I was just 
too unreliable as I was 
constantly ill,” she says. The 
family were dealt yet 
another blow when Steve 
was made redundant from 
his job as a print finisher. 

At 22 weeks, her waters 
broke dangerously early, 
putting both mum and baby 
at serious risk. 

‘At this point it looked like 
Sienna was going to be born 
at 23 weeks,” she says. “We 
had the talk with the 
neonatal doctors where they 
told us that, if she was born 
then, and we wanted them 
to, and it was viable, they 
would try to save her. 

“They don’t essentially by 
law have to save babies at 23 
weeks - it’s 24 weeks where 
they’re classed as viable - 
but there have been babies 
born as young as 21 weeks 
and six days who have 
survived.” 

Cassana stayed in 
hospital for the following 
weeks and in October 2009, 
Sienna-Lilly was born at 27 
weeks, weighing just 21b 
3oz. 

“With Chase we had 
problems right at the start 
and then he gradually got 
better and stronger, but with 
Sienna it seemed she was 
born well - or as well as a 
27-week-old baby could be 


- and then she got to three 
weeks old and just got really, 
really sick,” she explains. 

Sienna-Lilly developed 
Necrotizing Enterocolitis 
(NEC), a gastrointestinal 
disease, which typically 
affects premature babies, 
causing infection and 
inflammation in the bowels. 

As the couple lived in 
Hertford at the time, 
Sienna-Lilly was born in 
Hillingdon Hospital, but 
when she was just nine- 
days-old, she was 
transferred to Lister 
Hospital in Stevenage, 
which was a level 2 unit. She 
was transferred again when 
she was five weeks old to 
Norfolk and Norwich 
University Hospital. 

“By the time she was 
transferred to Norfolk and 
Norwich Hospital she was 
extremely poorly,” 
remembers Cassana. “The 
last couple of days prior to 
her being transferred I did 
think she was going to die.” 

Exploratory surgery 
discovered four perforations 
in Sienna’s gut and large 
bowel. The large bowel was 
removed in surgery and she 
was left with a stoma (a type 
of temporary colostomy 
bag). 

Despite being so poorly, 
Sienna-Lilly proved she was 
a fighter and, after 11 weeks 
in hospital, was finally 
allowed home in January 
last year. “We were so, so 
pleased to leave the 
hospital,” smiles Cassana. 
“She weighed 41b 7oz and 
you could see people 
looking in shock as we put 
her in the car seat because 
she was so tiny.” 

Six months after coming 
home, Sienna-Lilly 
underwent a second 
operation to reverse the 
stoma. “When the surgeon 
came out of theatre and said 
everything was fine I could 
have kissed him,” smiles 
Cassana. “We owe them 
(Norfolk and Norwich 
Hospital) everything.” 

Shortly after the 
corrective surgery, the 
family moved to Cambridge. 
But their fresh start hasn’t 
been without problems. 


Last winter, Chase and 
Sienna-Lilly both ended up 
in hospital with bronchitis. 
The family was just getting 
back on track when Cassana 
also became ill. 

“I started experiencing 
panic attacks and I actually 
ended up in intensive care 
as they would trigger severe 
asthma attacks,” she recalls. 
“I think it was a delayed 
reaction to everything 
because, as a parent, you 
just keep on going, and then 
I finally had a chance to 
breathe and it was like I was 
hit by a ton of bricks.” 

Before starting her family, 
Cassana was pursuing a 
career in the music industry, 
but her experiences have 
forced her to reassess her 
life and she has now 
become a campaigner for 
the premature babies’ 
charity Bliss, and hopes to 
become a neonatal nurse. 

Following his 
redundancy, Steve is now 
enjoying being a stay-at- 
home dad, while Cassana 
works as a nursery 
practitioner in Cambridge 
and is studying NVQ level 3 
in childcare. 

“I want to go to university 
and then I would love to do 
neonatal nursing at 
Addenbrooke’s,” she smiles. 
“I like that I’m at home 
enough so that I’m not 
missing out on the children 
growing up as it’s so 
precious. I can’t believe that 
Leo is starting school this 
September.” 

Cassana also sits on the 
Maternity Services Liaison 
Committee (MSLC) at 
Addenbrooke’s as a 
Neonatal Intensive Care 
Unit (NICU) representative. 
“I think neonatal services 
have come on a lot, and 
there are things in place for 
them to improve further in 
the next five years. It is so 
important because it will 
make a massive difference 
to so many families.

Charity dog show brings in cash 


A TEENAGE mechanic 
who suffered a broken 
collarbone after crash¬ 
ing his car into a tree 
had been drink driving. 

Police and emergency ser¬ 
vices were called to the 
A1123, Stretham Road, in 
Wilburton, after a blue 
Renault Clio collided head-on 
with the tree. 

They arrived to find that 
the driver was 18-year-old 
Charlie Sawyer, from nearby 
Haddenham, who was driving 
home from a night out in 
Cambridge when the collision 
happened. 

Sawyer appeared at Cam¬ 
bridge Magistrates’ Court last 
Wednesday and pleaded 
guilty to a charge of driving a 
motor vehicle while above the

legal alcohol limit on July 30. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
told the court that Sawyer 
was given a roadside breath 
test, which he failed, as he 
was being treated by 
paramedics in an ambulance. 

Mrs Mardell said: “Sawyer 
suffered a broken collarbone 
in the collision so was taken 
to Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

“At the hospital, he under¬ 
went a blood test which 
showed he had 124 
milligrams of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood. The legal 
limit for driving is 80 
milligrams. 

“Sawyer told police he had 
been out in Cambridge for 


the night and was driving 
home. 

“He told officers he had 
only drunk two cocktails and 
one pint of lager.” 

Sawyer, of Hop Row, who 
was unrepresented in court, 
said: “It was such a silly thing 
to do and I apologise for it. 

“It will never, ever happen 
again. Because I’m a 
mechanic, I will lose my job if 
I get banned for two years. I 
really don’t want that to 
happen.” 

Ron Broadbent, presiding 
magistrate, disqualified 
Sawyer from driving for 12 
months. 

He was also fined £130 and 
ordered to pay £85 in court 
costs and £15 victim 
surcharge.

Dark skies over Europe 


A FTER the best part of 

three decades away from 
the stage, it takes a big 
role to bring an actor of Warren 
Clarke’s stature back in front of a 
live theatre audience. And roles 
don’t come much bigger than 
Winston Churchill. 

The Dalziel and Pascoe star has been 
donning that iconic homburg in 
Cambridge this week to star in Three 
Days in May , a new political thriller that 
goes behind the doors of Number Ten 
during three of the most pivotal days in 
British history - when the nation teetered 
on the brink of giving in to Hitler. 

Ben Brown’s play - visiting the Arts 
Theatre as part of a limited UK tour, prior 
to a West End run - transports the 
audience back to May 1940 when, having 
urgently assembled the British war 
cabinet, new Prime Minister Churchill is 
suddenly confronted with an intense game 
of political chess as he tries to persuade 
peace treaty supporters - including his 
predecessor, Neville Chamberlain - that 
Britain’s resolve must not crumble. 
Divided on whether to negotiate terms 
through Mussolini or escalate the battle 
against fascism alone, one man has to 
make a monumental decision which will 
shape the future of the free world. 

Warren Clarke has been starring on 
stage, television and the big screen for 
more than four decades. His credits 
include Jim Fly nn in the recent BBC 
comedy In With The Flynns', three series 
of Down to Earth, opposite Pauline 
Quirke, Blackadder, Bleak House, The 
Invisibles, Coronation Street and, of 
course, playing PC-baiting Detective 
Superintendent Andy Dalziel in 12 series 
of the multi-award winning Dalziel and 


Pascoe, based on Reginald Hill’s 
bestselling novels. His films range from 
Stanley Kubrick’s A Clockwork Orange to 
the Clint Eastwood actioner Firefox. 

Clarke is joined by Simon Ward as 
Neville Chamberlain and Jeremy Clyde as 
Lord Halifax. Ironically, Ward is perhaps 
best known for another interpretation of 
Churchill, as the star of the 1972 film 
Young Winston. Other major roles include 
Zulu Dawn, The Three Musketeers and 
Dracula and, more recently, he has starred 
in Judge John Deed and The Tudors. 

Jeremy Clyde’s films include Doctor 
Zhivago, Kaspar Hauser and The 
Musketeer. His extensive TV credits 
include Downton Abbey, Ashes to Ashes 
and EastEnders, and he is also well 
known as one half of the 60s 
singing duo Chad and Jeremy. 

Three Days in May is 
directed by Alan Strachan, 
who has more than 30 
West End productions 
under his belt. Ben 
Brown’s plays include 
Four Letter Word, All 
Things Considered, 

Larkin with Women and 
The Promise, which was 
directed by Strachan at 
the Orange Tree Theatre, 

Richmond in 2010.

RITISH pop icons 
Duran Duran are 
opening up four of 
their pre-tour rehearsals to 
fans at intimate venues 
across the UK in advance 
of their upcoming UK and 
US dates this autumn - 
including a show in 
Cambridge tonight. 

The band were forced to cancel a 
string of UK and European tour 
dates after lead singer Simon Le 
Bon developed vocal problems in 
early May, though, after a 
rigorous treatment plan, the band 
say he is now back in full voice. 


Due to the overwhelming 
demand, promoters of the shows 
have now increased capacities at 
the venues and a limited number 
of tickets have been made 
available to the general public - 
and are now on sale. 

The four UK shows will be the 
first time the band have invited 
their fans into what is essentially 
an open rehearsal setting, with no 
production in a very intimate 
space. The foursome will then fly 
to America to kick start the All 
You Need Is Now world tour on 
September 23 in Seattle. The 
band will return to the UK for a 
series of 12 arena concerts, 
starting on November 30 at The 
Brighton Centre. 


“I am absolutely thrilled to be 
getting back on the road and 
touring again after my recent 
vocal injury,” Le Bon says. “It’s 
been an incredibly tough time 
and extremely frustrating, but 
after receiving treatment I have 
made gradual improvements each 
week in recovering the upper part 
of my range. 

“I am truly grateful for the 
incredible support of our fans, 
the many well wishers and then- 
patience in what has been a 
difficult time for us all as a band. 
Inviting the fans into rehearsals 
before we start our American tour 
seemed like the perfect 
opportunity. 

“We are all really excited at the 


prospect of coming back to the 
UK in November, we have an 
incredible production that we’ve 
been working on for this tour - 
and the new songs are sounding 
great.” 

Formed in Birmingham in 1978, 
Duran Duran were one of the 
most successful bands of the 
1980s thanks to hits such as Girls 
on Film and The Wild Boys.

GARDENING 


Tidy minds, tidy gardens 


I T might be a little 
premature to think that 
summer is over and yes, 
it is possible that September 
could be scorching. 

But this is the UK, so I’m already 
thinking about putting my garden 
furniture away and covering up the 
barbecue for another year. 

September is an ideal time for a 
great garden tidy-up, while it’s still 
warm enough to work outdoors 
comfortably before the inevitable 
freezing weather sets in. 

If you’ve returned from holiday 
to withered summer bedding and 
dried-up pots, bite the bullet and 
empty them on the compost heap, 
replacing them with a spring 
display. Plant bulbs, pansies, 
heathers and other winter and 
spring stalwarts to brighten up your 
outlook. 

If you’re not going to use your 
containers for winter displays, clean 
them out, wipe them down and put 
them away. Don’t leave terracotta 
pots out or they may succumb to 
frost and crack. 

Some gardeners tend to be more 
relaxed about pest and disease 
control at the end of the season, but 
ignore them at your peril or you 
may be storing up problems that 
will remain dormant until next year. 
Cut off or prune out affected parts 
of diseased plants and burn or 
dispose of them so that 
overwintering spores won't survive

until next year. 

Pest control is also important. Be 
aware that many biological controls 
become less reliable when the 
temperature drops as the predatory 
insects which provide the control 
then multiply more slowly. Take off 
shoots on plants which are infested 
with greenfly or blackfly and 
dispose of them. 

Don’t leave garden debris lying 
around because slugs will shelter 
under it and are still capable of 
doing plenty of damage to your 
plants. It’s also important to keep up 
with the weeding because otherwise 
they are likely to shed seeds, 
creating a hotbed of more weeds 
next year. 

Continue to deadhead roses and 
cut back finished summer-flowering 
perennials, removing supports 
which propped up the plants which 
have stopped flowering. These can 
be cleaned with a mild detergent 
and put away until next year. 

The vegetable garden should still 


be producing rich pickings of 
French and runner beans, salad 
crops, courgettes and sweetcom, but 
if you have time, clear away spent 
crops to create vacant rows, dig 
over the ground and refill the spare 
space with autumn and winter crops 
as soon as possible. 

Give the greenhouse a spring- 
clean, emptying it of staging, plants 
and rubbish and give it a good clean 
with hot, soapy water, which will 
help flush out pests and diseases 
and prepare the area for any 
overwintering tender plants you 
may need to house. Remove 
greenhouse shading to allow in 
more light. 

If you’re putting plants back in 
there, try to space them out to allow 
good airflow around them which 
will help stop the build-up of 
diseases such as soft rot and 
mildew. 

Garden furniture can also be 
cleaned at this time of year on fine 
days, to save you a job next spring. 
Teak furniture can be washed with a 
mild mixture of soap and water and 
it is recommended that you use a 
soft utility brush to remove surface 
dust and dirt. Rinse the furniture 
thoroughly after cleaning and allow 
it to dry completely before putting it 
away for the winter. 

September is also a good time to 
prune cane fruits such as 
loganberries and tayberries, cutting 
off the fruited canes to about 6in 
(15cm) from the ground.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

GOLDIE Sayers suffered more 
World Championship misery after 
a performance she labelled a 
‘nightmare’ in Daegu. 

The British javelin record-holder 
does not have a good history in 
her four appearances at the event, 
twice failing to make the final and 
twice flattering to deceive when 
she did qualify. 

Despite being ranked seventh in 
the world this season, the best 
she could manage was 10th - her 
furthest throw of 58.18m more 
than six metres down on her 
personal best. 

“I’m devastated,” admitted the 
former King’s School, Ely pupil. “I 
think my conclusion was that I 
just tried way too hard. 

“I knew there was a medal up for 
grabs in the final and I just got 
over-anxious and kind of forced 
things, which you can’t do in the 
javelin. 

“Maybe I didn’t notice the signs 
that I was too excited. 

“My plan was to get a big throw in 
the first round and when that 
didn’t happen, I didn’t panic but it 
wasn’t an ideal start. 

“There are things I’ve got to adjust 


there in terms of making sure I 
stay much more relaxed in the 
early rounds. 

“I am old enough to know you can 
turn things around and next year I 
can have a great day. I do tend to 
perform well at Olympics rather 
than World Championships, so 
hopefully I can put these things 
right for next year.” 

Sayers, 29, insists she is in the 
form to better her 65.76m British 
record, set when finishing fourth 
at the 2008 Olympics in Beijing. 
But a repeat of her 64.46m 
season’s best would have only 
been good enough for fifth, such 
is the standard to which she 
must aspire. 

Russia’s Maria Abakumova took 
gold in an otherwise thrilling final, 
battling all the way with eventual 
silver medallist Barbora 
Spotakova. 

“I have had a good year in many 
respects after two operations due 
to accidents,” added Sayers. 
“There are positives to take, but 
unfortunately with sport the kind 
of beauty and the hardship of it is 
that you have to be good on one 
day a year.”
